3 . On 5 May 1950, Chefinspekteur D celling. HVA P/K Chief, submitted 
to Chefinspekteur Heinrich Ifeitsch, Chief of Staff, the monthly 
report of defectors for April, The report listed 77 defectors 
from the VPS, VPB and HVA. Of these, 38 had failed to return 
from their first leave, while the remainder had defected directly 
from their units. D celling stated that a second group is now due 
hack from leave, but the number of defectors is not yet known. 

He then asked Heitsch, in Gener al Ins pekt aur Hoffmann 11 s absence, 
to add to the report the reasons for the defections and to sign_ 
the document. Heitsch refused, stating xnaT; Hoffmann could do 
that when he returned. Heitsch then asked Doe lling whether he 
could explain why Kommissar Hueber of Hauptabtellung Intenaantur, 
Abteilung Mater ialvers or gung, had defected. T© this, Doeiling 
merely shrugged his shoulders, 

2. Generali nspekteur Heinz Hoffmann has taken up his duties as Chief 
of the HVA, bringing with him his own clerk, typist and driver. 

Ha is elso the Hcrch automobile formerly assigned to 

Zaisser , in addition to his own Tatra. Chefinspekteur Zorn, for- 
mer pro terupore chief of the HVA, has returned to his position as 
Chief of Abteilung Inspection. 

■U The impending move of the HVA to Adler shof has been postponed un- 
til 15-20 May 1950, at which time the Hauptverwaltung ffih? *oiks« 
polizei Fahrbere it scha ft will also move to Adler shof. In the 
meantime, preparations are being made for the HWP to move from 
Seckendorffstrasse to Kanonierstrasse. 

4 . The first six months course for Xntendantur letter , to be held in 
the Verwaltungsschule, Leipzig, is due to commence on 20 May 
1950, There will be between 50 and 60 participants,

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do It. Col. Tsvirtov, a member of Petrakovsky* s staff in charge of armored 
vehicles, was asked on 5 May 1950 whether he knew how many tanks were 
ultimately to be issued to the Volkspolizei. Tsvertov replied that he 
did not know, but this answer was apparently for the benefit of a 
clerk who was present. As if to reply to the question, he wrote the 
number 720 on a slip of paper. Tsvirtov has now gone to FT iemerwald 
to supervise tank training. 


7* Heitsch recently stated that armored vehicle drivers could be given 

only the most elementary training, the program for each driver being 15 
hours wiving, mainly on the Edith. He added that during June twenty 
armored vehicle mechanics are to attend a special course at Priemerwald. 
At the end of this course each would be expected to be expert enough to 
train other mechanics.. 


8. No ZIS 3“ton trucks have been delivered to the HVA since the 85 which 
arrived In the first half of April, and nothing more has bean heard of 
the 15 which were reported to be waiting to cross the frontier at 
Frankfurt/Oder. Apparently these 15 vehicles have been delivered else- 
where. The Russians have promised that 400 ZIS 3 -ton trucks will be 
delivered to the HVA before the end of June. This figure, they state, 
includes the 85 already delivered. The total of ZIS 3-ton trucks 
promised to the HVA for the current year is 1,000. 

9o Heitsch has ordered that locations are to be chosen for HVA gasolin§ 
dumps throughout the Soviet Zone. These dumps will accommodate a total 
reserve of approximately 200,000 liters of fuel. 

10. A Volks polizei Kraftfahrschule is to be opened in Gotha. The first 

course is due to start on 1 June 1950. The staff will consist of about 
45-60, and 200 students will attend the first course, Heitsch has 
stated that in August or September the staff of the school will be in- 
creased and far more students will attend the courses.

Heitsch has ordered that in the future all correspondence regarding the 
poor condition of transport shall be addressed to Walter Ulfcricht with 
a copy to Petrakovsky. As an example, he cited a recent letter re- 
ceived by Petrakovsky in which it was pointed out that the transport 
delivered to date to the HVA has been of inferior quality. Of the 
Ms which have recently been delivered all were export rejects, and, 
on arrival, were off the road for several days while new connecting 
rods were being installed. The letter stated further that in a com- 
paratively short period over 100,000 DM (East) had been spent on re- 
pairs for worn transport. 25X1 
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
